There was no hitch in tbe programme as 


finally arranged Sunday night The distin- 
guished descendant 9t tbe great admiral in 
whose honor the day s spectacle was Inaugu- 
rated waa escorted from the Auditorium hotel 
to the Lexington where President Cleveland 
und hla suite were In waiting and the two par- 
tiea combined were taken In procession through 
miles of <rtreeta lined with cheering thousands 
to the grounds of the exposition There the 
formal exercises were gone through with 
The blind chaplain of the national congress 
in yoke J th« blessing of God upon the under 
taking about to be consummated, a poem cele- 
brating the voyage of Columbus was read in m 
manner fitting the time and place Dlreotor- 
General Davis upon whose shoulders the atlas- 
like load of the enterprise had rested for 
months presented the completed work to the 
president of the United States and that officer, 
representing the power and majesty ol 00,000.- 
000 citizens after a singularly happy speech, 
declared tbe World's Columbian exposition 
fully opened Then the canon boomed, the 
nags fluttered In mid air, the fountains •pouted, 
and tbe people shoutsd 


The greeting to tbe president was hearty

came first, when his genial (ace was M*n abov* 


the heads of th* diplomats and commissioners 
on the grand stand II was repeated wh*^.*8 
stepped forward to make his modest addnM, 
and for the third time It rose wh«» the algBal 
was sent and the gnat achievement of the cen- 
tury was Inaugurated. 
But only part of this hoaor was Cleveland's, 
the rest wae in mcknowledccnaot ot th* erant 
which that roar from machinery hall, that n&- 
den outflow of flagn ae U a rainbow had b*»m 
splintered above the buildings, that bra/log ot 
cannon and that triumphal chams aioaU»d.

The utter Inadequacy of tha restaurants and

The ag- 
gregate interest and aon-intewst bear- 
ing debt April SO was 1930,645,667.41. 
March 31 it was W«2,8S8,318 13. 


The coin certificates and treasury 


notes, offiset by an equal amount of 
cash in the treasury, outstanding at the 
end of the month was ISM, 78», 000, a de- 
crease of «1,411.0TO. The total cash in 
the treasury was $758,444,110, against 
which liabilities were outstanding, in- 
cluding »9T,011,180.«0 gold reserve, 
amounting to •732,072,842.83, leaving 
an available surplus of IM,4Tl,5f 8 73. 


During the month there was a de- 


crease of 116,904,878.91 in gold coin and 
bars, the total at the close of the 
month being HW2,28S,S59.08.

LONDON, May 2 —Edward Van Ingen, 


a manufacturer of the United States, 
brought an action in the courts here 
against the Dalseil News Agency for 
damages for libel in cabling to the 
United States that Mr. Van Ingen had, 
during the last electoral campaign in 
America, headed a corruption fund to 
secure the election of Orover Cleveland 
to the presidency 


The case was called yesterday, when 


counsel for the Dalzeil News Agency 
announced that his client had apolo- 
gized for the dispatch in question, and 
admitted that the subject matter of the 
dispatch was an unfounded imputation 
upon the character of Mr Van Ingen 
He further said that the Dalzeil News 
Agency would, in addition to paying 
all the costs of the action, pay £200 to 
some London charity 
Austria Not Xilkelr to Oppose the Ap- 
pointment ol Oonsul-Geueral Judtf. 
LONDON, May 2 —A dispatch to the 


London Timet from its Vienna corre- 
spondent contains a reference to the 
stir caused in the Austrian capital by 
the announcement in the Viennese 
newspapers to the effect that Max 
Jndd, of St. Louis, who was appointed 
by President Cleveland as consul gen- 
eral at Vienna had resigned the office 
The Times' correpondent states that 
the relatives of Judd in Vienna are not 
aware of anything going to support the
